The Howern of Parls—A Journey U nder the
Preuch Capitnl,

A correspondent of & Sweedish Jonrnal
furnishes an interesting acoount of n mbter-
vansan toynge made through ane_of the ad-
miirably vonatrocted sewers of Faris. The
hont which conveyed the was reached

hﬁ ight of ctnpu to the depth
abnu!. furty-five feet, The boat, a Tinl
tmtlnmnd kialy, waa lighted by four Inmpa.
The sewer is in an “Eh“L fifteen feet high,
and of equal breadth, with = ditch or cannl
about ten feal wide, wherein all the dirt and
filth of Paris ls earried away. On the sides
are sldewnlks, which together are nbout four
fiet wide. The whole is bullt of beautiful
white sandstons, and is kept remarkably neat
aotl clean, No stench or bad smell was per-
ceptible, Tho denser tmrlum of the filth is
carriedl nway through dmins benéath
the nidewnlks. The uirlanlka ure excallent,
and exhibited no signs of dempness, while
the walls of the archway nre kept white-
washied, and nre at all times as white ai the
driven inow. The structure possesses the
propertios of an mmense speaking tubs, the
workmen being able to converse at thie dis-
tance of two miles from each other. The
echo Is vory strong and lasting. The fabric
is sald to be hullt after s mode “of the catn-
combs of Rome, alded hr all the lntest im-
rovements, On both sides, st about two
l:undrrd yards distance from one another, are
openings” through which the workmon can
ucundg:r means of permanent iron Iadders,
in case a #ndden min-slorm shonld cause the
waler o rise over the sidewalks, which s,
howaever, af rare oovurence.

The contents of the sewer, of course, flow
into the river Seine, and the current is "ynffi-
cient to carry the boat along with con-
gidecable velocity. Luarge reservoirs aro con-
structed, at intervals, into which the water
ean be turund for & short time, in case it
should be neee to have the eanal dry for
a little while, T‘Ln whole work was com-
pleted in two years, Besides the main canal,
there are many minor ones o sonstructed nnder
the principal sireets, all of which can be made
to communicate with one another, These nd-
mlnble underground works are nocessible

frotn the Louvre, the Tuileries, and from all
the barracks, and should the Parisinns take a
notion to barricade the streets in any part of
the city, the Imperial Government might, al
short notice, and without any person buing
aware of it, transport the same way, There
is time to make use of the reservoird, so can
cavalry be transported in the sume way.
There ls an end fo shooting on the soldiers
from the windows, and a revolution in Paris
will soon only be remembered nmrmq‘ lhing?

s¢ undergroun o prisoner can
